Jn the old world the art of smelting

It has sometimes been suggested that 
Iron tools and weapons may have been 
s.-nde nt an earlier period from mete- 
orites. Recently a considerable amount 
of evidence In behalf of this hypoth- 
es!s has been presented by C. F. Zim- 
:uer. He has compiled a list of the 
known 
iron-containing 
meteorites, 


nearly all accumulated within the last 
ceotury. and he shows from these alone 
nncut 250 tons of iron might be ob- 
tained. Of this amount more than 99 
per cent Is malleable, consisting of a 
nlckel-Sron alloy.
